We have heard and read the word "martyr" so often in con- 
nection with the late President John F. Kennedy that we turned 
to an authority on such matters, Mr. Webster, Unabridged, to 


see whether or not the great pens and great voices of our time — 


knew of what they wrote and spoke, or whether, like so many 
Americans, they too were under a sort of national hypnosis brought 
about by the tragedy of Mr. Kénnedy's assassination. 
Mr. Webster told us that the word "martyr" can be used as 
@ noun or as a verb. As a noun a "martyr" is "one who volun- 
tarily suffered death as the penalty of refusing to renounce his 
religion or a tenet, principle, or practice belonging to it — a title 
of honor among early Christians." 
oe Most certainly this definition does not fit the late Mr. Ken- 
nedy. 
A "martyr" can also be "one who sacrifices his life, station, 
or what is of great value, for the sake of principle, or to sustain 
It can hardly be said that Mr. Kennedy "sacrificed" his life 
for a principle or a cause. He was assassinated while on a politi- 
cal trip by a man who had defected to Communism. In a way 
Mr. Kennedy fell to an enemy bullet. If one stretches this situa- 
tion to make him a martyr, then the eternal flame should be burn- 
ing beside every Arlington Cemetery grave where rests the body 


of an American soldier killed in action. 
As a verb, the word "martyr" means to put to death for ad- 


hering to some belief, faith, or 


rofession, esp. Christianity; to 


make a martyr of," or also "to inflict agonizing pain upon; to tor- 


ture." And there is the word, "ma 


rtyrdom", which means the 


"state of being a martyr; the suffering of death on account of 
adherence to the Christian faith, or to any cause." 


The words just don't fit. 


So with Mr. Webster Unabridged as our authority, we sub. 
mit that obviously "martyr" cannot be accurately associated with 
the late President Kennedy, great voices and great pens notwith« 


standing.

Washington, Jan. 2—As one 
whose “home” has been Cap- 
itol Hill for 32 years, Presi- 
dent Johnson recognizes that 
Congress is going to carry out 
its constitutional duty to ex- 
amine all legislative proposals 
carefully before acting on 
them. 

The new President made 
this clear when he said, in his 
message to Congress, that: 

“T firmly believe in the in- 
dependence and the integrity 
of -the Legislative Branch. 
And I promise you that I shall 
always respect this.” 

In line with this pledge, he 
urged quick action—but point- 
edly mentioned no deadline— 
on a variety of pending legis- 
lation, including tax reduc- 
tion, civil rights, federal aid 
for education, youth employ- 
ment, foreign aid, space ex- 
ploration, “care for our eld- 
erly,” and the appropriation 
bills. 

President Johnson’s pledge 
that “the government will set 
an example of prudence and 
economy” may produce quick- 
er congressional action on tax 
reduction legislation than had 
been expected. 

This is not yet certain, how- 
ever. There are a number of 
imponderables that must be 
taken into consideration. 

One is the extent to which 
the Johnson Administration 
proposes to practice economy 
and prudence in government 
spending. 

An answer — tentatively, at 
least—to this question will be 


any legislative program. This is 
too much power for any group.”

month. This will contain the 
Administration’s spending pro- 
gram for the fiscal year be- 
ginning next July 1. 

A number of Senators are 
firmly opposed to a Senate 
vote on tax reduction before 
the spending plans are made 
public. 

These Senators are unwill- 
ing to vote for tax cuts unless 
the Administration makes a 
serious effort at the same 
time to curb expenditures. 

On the other hand, if they 
were to be satisfied with the 
Administration’s spending pro- 
gram, they would be much 
more likely to vote for the 
tax measure. 

Economy. advocates were 
greatly pleased by President 
Johnson’s pledge, in his mes- 
Sage to Congress, that: 

“The expenditures of your 
government will be admin- 
istered with the utmost thrift 
and frugality. I will insist that 
the Government get a dollar’s 
value for a dollar spent.” 


They did not overlook, how- 
ever, the remainder of Mr. 
Johnson’s statement that: 


“This does not mean that 
we will not meet our unfilled 
needs or that we will not 
honor our commitments. We 
will do both.” 


The budget message was 
awaited to provide the answer 
as to how much spending this 
would involve. 

Another possible impedi- 
ment to early tax action is 
provided by Mr. Johnson’s re- 
quest for the “earliest pos- 
sible passage of the civil 
rights bill for which (the late 
President Kennedy) fought 
so long.” 

If civil rights legislation 
gets to the Senate floor first, 
a filibuster could delay action 
indefinitely on the tax meas- 
ure. 

Chairman Byrd (D-Va.) 
Says that it will be impossible 
for his Senate Finance Com- 
mittee to complete its work 
on the tax bill—and send it 
to the Senate floor—before 
some time in January. 

Then there could be pro- 
longed debate on the many 
highly controversial provisions 
in the measure.

BAKERSFIELD, Jan. 2 — Cot- 
ton growers in the San Joaquin 
valley who market through Calcot, 
Ltd. are receiving progress pay- 
ments of two cents per pound this 
week — approximately $10 per 
bale — on all grades and staples 
delivered this season.

WE SAID “right’’ people, not 
“best” or ‘‘the better’ people, be- 
cause there is such a thing as 
“right’”’ people; there is no such 
thing as ‘‘best’’ or ‘‘better’’ people. 

“RIGHT” PEOPLE? You pick 
the “right’’ people in your club or 
your lodge, or your sewing circle, 
or your PTA when you want some- 
thing done. You pick the “‘right’”’ 
people to do a certain job; and the

the “wrong” people for another 
job. When you want.to accomplish 
something that involves selling an

"64 FISHING 
LICENSE IS 
NOW, ON SALE 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 2 — The 
1964 California sport fishing li-' 
cense is now on sale at license 
agents and Department of Fish 
and Game offices, the DFG has an- 
nounced. 

The 1963 license exvired Decem- 
ber 31, and the new license is now 
needed to fish. 

The 1964 license is self issuing, 
similar to the type of hunting li- 
cense now in use. 

When anglers complete filling 
out the application, a validating 
stamp will be affixed, which makes 
the application a valid sport fish- 
ing license for 1964. 

The price of the $3 license and 
the $1 stamps is unchanged. One 
$1 stamp must be purchased to 
fish in the inland waters of tne 
state for all species except trout, 
put including steelhead trout. To 
fish for trout, two $1 stamps are 
necessary.
